Scmdia Base 
Is Atomic 
Top Secret 


Washington, Aug. 26 — (/P)— The 
army and navy said today con- 
struction and operations at the San- 
dia Base near Albuquerque, N. M., 
are top secret under the 
atomic 
energy act of 1946. 


The services made the statement 


jointly in refusing to confirm or 
deny reports published in the Den- 
ver Post that huge caverns 
arc- 


being dug in a 
mountain 
range 
near Albuquerque for atomic war 
defenses. The Post's 
copyrighted 
story described the project as 
a 
"super-defense measure." 


The army and navy linked 
the 


cavern report with construction at 
the highly-secret Sandia Base 
in 
this joint release1: 


"On July 24, 1947, the War and 


Navy Departments released infor- 
mation regarding the armed forces 
special weapon project. In that re- 
lease it was stated that 'the prin- 
cipal field installation of AFSWP is 
Sandia 
Base 
located 
at 
Albu- 
querque.' 
"Construction 
and operations 
at 
this base fall in the category of re- 
stricted data under the 
atomic 
energy act of 1946 and are .also 
classified military information. 
"Therefore amplification of 
the 


above quoted statement is consid- 
ered undesirable."

Alarmed by

creases in steel, automobiles and 
construction materials, Mr. 
Tru 
man, it was learned, will take the 
position that the boosts were no 
made necessary by the coal wage 
increase. 


Administration economists point 


out that profits are at an all time 
high, production is . 60 per 
cent 
above the prewar level in quantity 
is at an all time high in value. 


While tne national average in- 
come of $12,000.per person also is 
at a new peak, government econ- 
omists note that some people arc 
dipping into their savings to meet 
inflated prices. They add that if 
purchasing power does, not stay 
ahead of production or at 
least 
keep up with it a slump is inevit- 
able. 


Some industries, 
among them 


steel, have justified part of their 
price raises as being a reserve 
against 
future 
depressions. Ex- 


perls in Ine economic council say, 
nowever, that the price rise will

Mr. Truman's new appeal will be

prices—that is, fix 'h-am on a long 
term basis and not in day-to-day

said. 


Most large-scale industries such 
as automobiles operate on this ba- 
sis. Their leaders, whom the eco- 
nomic council's reports term "bus- 
iness bureaucrats," will be urged 
anew to hold the line and if pos- 
siule to cut prices. 


The 
administration 
regarded 
iis voluntary price cul program 
lasl spring as a success. Several 
large concerns, including the Ford 
Motor Co. and International Harv- 
ester, shaved their prices slightly. 
'Ine retail trades made an effort 
to cut where they could until whole- 
sale price rises forced them to go 
up again. 
Ford, however, recently raised 
prices following similar action by 
virtually all other major automo- 
bile producers. 
The outlook for holding the line 


in food and clothing admittedly is 
dark. Clothing prices are expected 
to go up between five and 10 per 
cent this fall. Food prices are still 
going up and will probably advance 
lurtner because oi the poor corn 
crop. 


Administration economists con- 
cede that food costs make up Hie 
major portion ul the average per- 
son's budget, but point utit that 
these prices are less subject to 
control and are likely to stay high 
as long as consumer demand :-a- 
mains heavy. Even 
at 
inllated 
prices food consumption is now at 
a near-record high. 
These experts add that food and 


clothing prices are more sensitive 
to the market and will tend to fall 
in time of recession whereas "ad- 
ministered price" goods will stay 
high because industrialists 
will 
cut production in order lo main- 
tain prices. 


C. E. Gregory, veteran 
icporter for the Atlanla 
whose 
exposes

crooked politics caused his home to 
be bombed Saturday night, said to- 
day his narrow escape irom death 
would not mean any pulling

"I will write them like I 
see 
them," Gregory said. 


The mild-mannered Gregory, 59, 


has had one of the most colorful 
careers of any reporter. Salurday 
nighl's attack was nol the first 
time he has been marked 
for 
death. 


Once he saved himself from ex- 


ecution in Mexico by flashing the 
Masonic distress signal to a firin 
squad captain. 
He fougnt the "night riders" who 
burned tobacco fields in Kentucky, 
his house was shot up in a Ken- 
tucky coal mine war and Georgia 
highway patrolmen once said they 
were ordered to run his car off the 
road. 
Gregory 
looks nothing like a 
maker ol enemies. But he has been 
a mean man at the 
typewriter. 
Concentrating his fire on lawless- 
ness and violence, ne has collected 
numerous death threats. 
In 1910 when he was managing 
editor of the Tucson (Ariz. )Daily 
Star, Gregory persuaded a railroad 
president to let him enter Mexico 
disguised as a brakeman. He want- 
ed to write firsthand about war- 
fare between the forces of Presi- 
dent Profirio Diaz and General Ma- 
dero. 


He smuggled 
out several dis- 
patches, to nis paper and a wire 
service, by railroad hands. But a 
Mexican captain caught him pass- 
ing a dispatch to a courier at Guay- 
mas. The dispatch reported a par- 
ticularly brutal massacre of Indi- 
ans. Gregory was jailed and sen- 
tenced to be shot as a spy. 


When he was lined up with others 


condemned al sunsel, he brashly 
' reminded his captors they were 
violating lhe honored mililary tra- 
dition of shooting spies at sunrise.

New York, Aug. 28 —- Among my 
personal heroes of the war against 
the foul aggressors is Gnrrett C. 
Wilcox. of 158 East Main St., West- 
field. N. Y., a traveling drummer 
in thread for the J. P. Coates peo- 
ple. Soon after Franklin D. Roose 
velt unsheathed his terrible swift 
sword, Mr Wilcox sprang to his 
side to frustrate any and all evil 
machinations of 
an unscrupulous 


foe and lay down his life in that 
sweet cause, if need be. 


Late in June, 1943, Private Wil- 
cox was sent in a draft of 
men 


from Fort Dix, N. J., to the 240th 
M. P. Battalion, Zone of Interior 
(special) 
a 
secret 
organization 


whose mere existence 
the 
very 
press itself was forbidden to sug- 
gest. Arrived at his new station, 
he learned that he was one of G6 
men selected from Dix and Camp 
Upton, Long Island, for the solemn 
duty and 
unspeakable', honor of 


guarding the lives of the president 
and the members of his family and 
his guests — and his property, in- 
cluding buildings, Christmas trees 
and shrubbery and his dog, Fala. 
All these persons, all this property 
and this dog were charges on the 
patriotism, 
military 
proficiency I 
and conscience of Pvt. Wilcox. 


He entered this nersonal phase 


of. the conquest of Hitler and Tojo 
with "a heavy but, paradoxically, 
light sense of hel-oic responsibility. 
If the time ever came when 
it 
should be necessary to 
interpose 


his tall, slim but sinewy body be- 
tween Hitler's S. S. or any suicidal 
squad of Japanese and the person 
of his C-in-C. he would do so with 
adequate resolution if not with the 
fanatical fatalism of a true guards- 
man of an elite corps. Having some 
education, including a little reading 
in psychology, Pvt. Wilcox had mo- 
ments of private impudence when 
he told himself that he was a fugi- i 
tive from combat. The better he ] 
performed his duties at Hyde Park 
N. Y.. including the clearing of 
underbrush which was choking the 
leader's paths, the less likely he 
,VBS to lay down. his life for the 
'our freedoms or any of them. The 
.-egular civilian pay for clearing 
arush thereabouts was $8 a 
day 


plus .$1 for transportation. 
The 240th was organized as 
a 


:ompariy but was expanded into a 
battalion of unconventional organi- 
zation. The 
commanding 
officer 


was John P. Stowcll. He had come 
through 
an 
officers' 
candidate 
school in the summer of 1942. As 
company commander he was pro- 
moted to first lieutenant. When his 
command was called a battalion 
and increased to 384 officers and 
enlisted soldiers, he rose to 
the 
rank of major. He is still a major 
and now commands the M. P. de- 
tachment at the 
Military 
Acad- 
emy at West Point. The 240th M-.P 
Bn., Z. I. (special) was disbanded 
forever at Fort Jackson. S. C., in 
May, 1945. A small guard of honor 
was established by .Special process 
of. the Wnc Departm'ent; for* fuj'thor 
duty at the shrine of each patriot's 
devotion at Hyde Park. 


By available accounts, including 
that of Pvt. Wilcox, Mnjor Stowell 
performed his duty well. The 24th 
was inlended to he a spit-and-pol- 
ish outfit, perfectly 
dressed 
and 


proficient in saluting. Pvt., 
now 


mister, Wilcox says he will throw 
salutes with nnv veteran of 
His 


Majesty's 
Coldstroams, 
the 
old 


Prussian guard or any survivor of 
Hitler's own, body-loyal guard, at 
nnv style, at any time, for a side- 
bet. 


"One of our lieutenants 'told me 


thnt Major Stowell wanted us to 
salute and march like the 
Cold- 
streams," Mr. 
Wilcox 
said. 
"I 


never .saw the Coldstreams saUite 
or march, but I think we 
must 


nave been at least their equal. We 
had plenty of practice." 


About his own, personal, march- 


ing Mr. Wilson is less confident 
Marching WHS one of his troubles. 
Ho was born without a sense 
of 


rhythm. Some people can't tell rod 
from ijreen. Some can't "carry" a 
tuno. Mr. Wilcox never could lenrn 
to dance and when he was drafted 
lie couldn't keep in step. 


"I know what you are going to 
iav." Mr. Wilcox snid "but please 
don't. They weren't all out of step 
with me. I was the one who was 
out of stop " 


But when the sergonnts and the 
mflcers would sav. "Como, 
nnw. 


Wilcox, that is no way to make 
the world spfp for 
ncaee-loving 
democracies." Pvt. Wilfox 
would 


say. "hut does it, really

Pvt. Wilcox 
would say, "after all, there's a war 
to ho won and this seems such a 
trifle.

New York, Aug. 28 —- Among my 
personal heroes of the war against 
the foul aggressors is Gnrrett C. 
Wilcox. of 158 East Main St., West- 
field. N. Y., a traveling drummer 
in thread for the J. P. Coates peo- 
ple. Soon after Franklin D. Roose 
velt unsheathed his terrible swift 
sword, Mr Wilcox sprang to his 
side to frustrate any and all evil 
machinations of 
an unscrupulous 


foe and lay down his life in that 
sweet cause, if need be. 


Late in June, 1943, Private Wil- 
cox was sent in a draft of 
men 


from Fort Dix, N. J., to the 240th 
M. P. Battalion, Zone of Interior 
(special) 
a 
secret 
organization 


whose mere existence 
the 
very 
press itself was forbidden to sug- 
gest. Arrived at his new station, 
he learned that he was one of G6 
men selected from Dix and Camp 
Upton, Long Island, for the solemn 
duty and 
unspeakable', honor of 


guarding the lives of the president 
and the members of his family and 
his guests — and his property, in- 
cluding buildings, Christmas trees 
and shrubbery and his dog, Fala. 
All these persons, all this property 
and this dog were charges on the 
patriotism, 
military 
proficiency I 
and conscience of Pvt. Wilcox. 


He entered this nersonal phase 


of. the conquest of Hitler and Tojo 
with "a heavy but, paradoxically, 
light sense of hel-oic responsibility. 
If the time ever came when 
it 
should be necessary to 
interpose 


his tall, slim but sinewy body be- 
tween Hitler's S. S. or any suicidal 
squad of Japanese and the person 
of his C-in-C. he would do so with 
adequate resolution if not with the 
fanatical fatalism of a true guards- 
man of an elite corps. Having some 
education, including a little reading 
in psychology, Pvt. Wilcox had mo- 
ments of private impudence when 
he told himself that he was a fugi- i 
tive from combat. The better he ] 
performed his duties at Hyde Park 
N. Y.. including the clearing of 
underbrush which was choking the 
leader's paths, the less likely he 
,VBS to lay down. his life for the 
'our freedoms or any of them. The 
.-egular civilian pay for clearing 
arush thereabouts was $8 a 
day 


plus .$1 for transportation. 
The 240th was organized as 
a 


:ompariy but was expanded into a 
battalion of unconventional organi- 
zation. The 
commanding 
officer 


was John P. Stowcll. He had come 
through 
an 
officers' 
candidate 
school in the summer of 1942. As 
company commander he was pro- 
moted to first lieutenant. When his 
command was called a battalion 
and increased to 384 officers and 
enlisted soldiers, he rose to 
the 
rank of major. He is still a major 
and now commands the M. P. de- 
tachment at the 
Military 
Acad- 
emy at West Point. The 240th M-.P 
Bn., Z. I. (special) was disbanded 
forever at Fort Jackson. S. C., in 
May, 1945. A small guard of honor 
was established by .Special process 
of. the Wnc Departm'ent; for* fuj'thor 
duty at the shrine of each patriot's 
devotion at Hyde Park. 


By available accounts, including 
that of Pvt. Wilcox, Mnjor Stowell 
performed his duty well. The 24th 
was inlended to he a spit-and-pol- 
ish outfit, perfectly 
dressed 
and 


proficient in saluting. Pvt., 
now 


mister, Wilcox says he will throw 
salutes with nnv veteran of 
His 


Majesty's 
Coldstroams, 
the 
old 


Prussian guard or any survivor of 
Hitler's own, body-loyal guard, at 
nnv style, at any time, for a side- 
bet. 


"One of our lieutenants 'told me 


thnt Major Stowell wanted us to 
salute and march like the 
Cold- 
streams," Mr. 
Wilcox 
said. 
"I 


never .saw the Coldstreams saUite 
or march, but I think we 
must 


nave been at least their equal. We 
had plenty of practice." 


About his own, personal, march- 


ing Mr. Wilson is less confident 
Marching WHS one of his troubles. 
Ho was born without a sense 
of 


rhythm. Some people can't tell rod 
from ijreen. Some can't "carry" a 
tuno. Mr. Wilcox never could lenrn 
to dance and when he was drafted 
lie couldn't keep in step. 


"I know what you are going to 
iav." Mr. Wilcox snid "but please 
don't. They weren't all out of step 
with me. I was the one who was 
out of stop " 


But when the sergonnts and the 
mflcers would sav. "Como, 
nnw. 


Wilcox, that is no way to make 
the world spfp for 
ncaee-loving 
democracies." Pvt. Wilfox

New York, Aug. 28 —- Among my 
personal heroes of the war against 
the foul aggressors is Gnrrett C. 
Wilcox. of 158 East Main St., West- 
field. N. Y., a traveling drummer 
in thread for the J. P. Coates peo- 
ple. Soon after Franklin D. Roose 
velt unsheathed his terrible swift 
sword, Mr Wilcox sprang to his 
side to frustrate any and all evil 
machinations of 
an unscrupulous 


foe and lay down his life in that 
sweet cause, if need be. 


Late in June, 1943, Private Wil- 
cox was sent in a draft of 
men 


from Fort Dix, N. J., to the 240th 
M. P. Battalion, Zone of Interior 
(special) 
a 
secret 
organization 


whose mere existence 
the 
very 
press itself was forbidden to sug- 
gest. Arrived at his new station, 
he learned that he was one of G6 
men selected from Dix and Camp 
Upton, Long Island, for the solemn 
duty and 
unspeakable', honor of 


guarding the lives of the president 
and the members of his family and 
his guests — and his property, in- 
cluding buildings, Christmas trees 
and shrubbery and his dog, Fala. 
All these persons, all this property 
and this dog were charges on the 
patriotism, 
military 
proficiency I 
and conscience of Pvt. Wilcox. 


He entered this nersonal phase 


of. the conquest of Hitler and Tojo 
with "a heavy but, paradoxically, 
light sense of hel-oic responsibility. 
If the time ever came when 
it 
should be necessary to 
interpose 


his tall, slim but sinewy body be- 
tween Hitler's S. S. or any suicidal 
squad of Japanese and the person 
of his C-in-C. he would do so with 
adequate resolution if not with the 
fanatical fatalism of a true guards- 
man of an elite corps. Having some 
education, including a little reading 
in psychology, Pvt. Wilcox had mo- 
ments of private impudence when 
he told himself that he was a fugi- i 
tive from combat. The better he ] 
performed his duties at Hyde Park 
N. Y.. including the clearing of 
underbrush which was choking the 
leader's paths, the less likely he 
,VBS to lay down. his life for the 
'our freedoms or any of them. The 
.-egular civilian pay for clearing 
arush thereabouts was $8 a 
day 


plus .$1 for transportation. 
The 240th was organized as 
a 


:ompariy but was expanded into a 
battalion of unconventional organi- 
zation. The 
commanding 
officer 


was John P. Stowcll. He had come 
through 
an 
officers' 
candidate 
school in the summer of 1942. As 
company commander he was pro- 
moted to first lieutenant. When his 
command was called a battalion 
and increased to 384 officers and 
enlisted soldiers, he rose to 
the 
rank of major. He is still a major 
and now commands the M. P. de- 
tachment at the 
Military 
Acad- 
emy at West Point. The 240th M-.P 
Bn., Z. I. (special) was disbanded 
forever at Fort Jackson. S. C., in 
May, 1945. A small guard of honor 
was established by .Special process 
of. the Wnc Departm'ent; for* fuj'thor 
duty at the shrine of each patriot's 
devotion at Hyde Park. 


By available accounts, including 
that of Pvt. Wilcox, Mnjor Stowell 
performed his duty well. The 24th 
was inlended to he a spit-and-pol- 
ish outfit, perfectly 
dressed 
and 


proficient in saluting. Pvt., 
now 


mister, Wilcox says he will throw 
salutes with nnv veteran of 
His 


Majesty's 
Coldstroams, 
the

Prussian guard or any survivor of 
Hitler's own, body-loyal guard, at 
nnv style, at any time, for a side- 
bet. 


"One of our lieutenants 'told me 


thnt Major Stowell wanted us to 
salute and march like the 
Cold-

Wilcox 
said. 
"I 


never .saw the Coldstreams saUite 
or march, but I think we 
must 


nave been at least their equal. We 
had plenty of practice." 


About his own, personal, march- 


ing Mr. Wilson is less confident 
Marching WHS one of his troubles. 
Ho was born without a sense 
of 


rhythm. Some people can't tell rod 
from ijreen. Some can't "carry" a 
tuno. Mr. Wilcox never could lenrn 
to dance and when he was drafted 
lie couldn't keep in step.

New York, Aug. 28 —- Among my 
personal heroes of the war against 
the foul aggressors is Gnrrett C. 
Wilcox. of 158 East Main St., West- 
field. N. Y., a traveling drummer 
in thread for the J. P. Coates peo- 
ple. Soon after Franklin D. Roose 
velt unsheathed his terrible swift 
sword, Mr Wilcox sprang to his 
side to frustrate any and all evil 
machinations of 
an unscrupulous 


foe and lay down his life in that 
sweet cause, if need be. 


Late in June, 1943, Private Wil- 
cox was sent in a draft of 
men 


from Fort Dix, N. J., to the 240th 
M. P. Battalion, Zone of Interior 
(special) 
a 
secret 
organization 


whose mere existence 
the 
very 
press itself was forbidden to sug- 
gest. Arrived at his new station, 
he learned that he was one of G6 
men selected from Dix and Camp 
Upton, Long Island, for the solemn 
duty and 
unspeakable', honor of 


guarding the lives of the president 
and the members of his family and 
his guests — and his property, in- 
cluding buildings, Christmas trees 
and shrubbery and his dog, Fala. 
All these persons, all this property 
and this dog were charges on the 
patriotism, 
military 
proficiency I 
and conscience of Pvt. Wilcox. 


He entered this nersonal phase 


of. the conquest of Hitler and Tojo 
with "a heavy but, paradoxically, 
light sense of hel-oic responsibility. 
If the time ever came when 
it 
should be necessary to 
interpose 


his tall, slim but sinewy body be- 
tween Hitler's S. S. or any suicidal 
squad of Japanese and the person 
of his C-in-C. he would do so with 
adequate resolution if not with the 
fanatical fatalism of a true guards- 
man of an elite corps. Having some 
education, including a little reading 
in psychology, Pvt. Wilcox had mo- 
ments of private impudence when 
he told himself that he was a fugi- i 
tive from combat. The better he ] 
performed his duties at Hyde Park 
N. Y.. including the clearing of 
underbrush which was choking the 
leader's paths, the less likely he 
,VBS to lay down. his life for the 
'our freedoms or any of them. The 
.-egular civilian pay for clearing 
arush thereabouts was $8 a 
day 


plus .$1 for transportation. 
The 240th was organized as 
a 


:ompariy but was expanded into a 
battalion of unconventional organi- 
zation. The 
commanding 
officer 


was John P. Stowcll. He had come 
through 
an 
officers' 
candidate 
school in the summer of 1942. As 
company commander he was pro- 
moted to first lieutenant. When his 
command was called a battalion 
and increased to 384 officers and 
enlisted soldiers, he rose to 
the 
rank of major. He is still a major 
and now commands the M. P. de- 
tachment at the 
Military 
Acad- 
emy at West Point. The 240th M-.P 
Bn., Z. I. (special) was disbanded 
forever at Fort Jackson. S. C., in 
May, 1945. A small guard of honor 
was established by .Special process 
of. the Wnc Departm'ent; for* fuj'thor 
duty at the shrine of each patriot's 
devotion at Hyde Park. 


By available accounts, including 
that of Pvt. Wilcox, Mnjor Stowell 
performed his duty well. The 24th 
was inlended to he a spit-and-pol- 
ish outfit, perfectly 
dressed 
and 


proficient in saluting. Pvt., 
now 


mister, Wilcox says he will throw 
salutes with nnv veteran of 
His 


Majesty's 
Coldstroams, 
the 
old 


Prussian guard or any survivor of 
Hitler's own, body-loyal guard, at 
nnv style, at any time, for a side- 
bet. 


"One of our lieutenants 'told me 


thnt Major Stowell wanted us to 
salute and march like the 
Cold- 
streams," Mr. 
Wilcox 
said. 
"I 


never .saw the Coldstreams saUite 
or march, but I think we 
must 


nave been at least their equal. We 
had plenty of practice." 


About his own, personal, march- 


ing Mr. Wilson is less confident 
Marching WHS one of his troubles. 
Ho was born without a sense 
of 


rhythm. Some people can't tell rod 
from ijreen. Some can't "carry" a 
tuno. Mr. Wilcox never could lenrn 
to dance and when he was drafted 
lie couldn't keep in step. 


"I know what you are going to 
iav." Mr. Wilcox snid "but please 
don't. They weren't all out of step 
with me. I was the one who was 
out of stop " 


But when the sergonnts and the 
mflcers would sav. "Como, 
nnw. 


Wilcox, that is no way to make 
the world spfp for 
ncaee-loving 
democracies." Pvt. Wilfox 
would 


say. "hut does it, really 
matter 


Whnt foot I get. there on ns long 
f>.s I get there at the same t'me as 
the rest, "I mean." Pvt. Wilcox 
would say, "after all, there's a war 
to ho won and this seems such a 
trifle. Let us pet on with demo- 
cracy's irresistible surge."

Soon after Franklin D. Roose 
velt unsheathed his terrible swift 
sword, Mr Wilcox sprang to his 
side to frustrate any and all evil 
machinations of 
an unscrupulous 


foe and lay down his life in that 
sweet cause, if need be. 


Late in June, 1943, Private Wil- 
cox was sent in a draft of 
men 


from Fort Dix, N. J., to the 240th 
M. P. Battalion, Zone of Interior 
(special) 
a 
secret 
organization 


whose mere existence 
the 
very 
press itself was forbidden to sug- 
gest. Arrived at his new station, 
he learned that he was one of G6 
men selected from Dix and Camp 
Upton, Long Island, for the solemn 
duty and 
unspeakable', honor of 


guarding the lives of the president 
and the members of his family and 
his guests — and his property, in- 
cluding buildings, Christmas trees 
and shrubbery and his dog, Fala. 
All these persons, all this property 
and this dog were charges on the 
patriotism, 
military 
proficiency I 
and conscience of Pvt. Wilcox. 


He entered this nersonal phase 


of. the conquest of Hitler and Tojo 
with "a heavy but, paradoxically, 
light sense of hel-oic responsibility. 
If the time ever came when 
it 
should be necessary to 
interpose 


his tall, slim but sinewy body be- 
tween Hitler's S. S. or any suicidal 
squad of Japanese and the person 
of his C-in-C. he would do so with 
adequate resolution if not with the 
fanatical fatalism of a true guards- 
man of an elite corps. Having some 
education, including a little reading 
in psychology, Pvt. Wilcox had mo- 
ments of private impudence when 
he told himself that he was a fugi- i 
tive from combat. The better he ] 
performed his duties at Hyde Park 
N. Y.. including the clearing of 
underbrush which was choking the 
leader's paths, the less likely he 
,VBS to lay down. his life for the 
'our freedoms or any of them. The 
.-egular civilian pay for clearing 
arush thereabouts was $8 a 
day 


plus .$1 for transportation. 
The 240th was organized as 
a 


:ompariy but was expanded into a 
battalion of unconventional organi- 
zation. The 
commanding 
officer 


was John P. Stowcll. He had come 
through 
an 
officers' 
candidate 
school in the summer of 1942. As 
company commander he was pro- 
moted to first lieutenant. When his 
command was called a battalion 
and increased to 384 officers and 
enlisted soldiers, he rose to 
the 
rank of major. He is still a major 
and now commands the M. P. de- 
tachment at the 
Military 
Acad- 
emy at West Point. The 240th M-.P 
Bn., Z. I. (special) was disbanded 
forever at Fort Jackson. S. C., in 
May, 1945. A small guard of honor 
was established by .Special process 
of. the Wnc Departm'ent; for* fuj'thor 
duty at the shrine of each patriot's 
devotion at Hyde Park. 


By available accounts, including 
that of Pvt. Wilcox, Mnjor Stowell 
performed his duty well.

New York, Aug. 28 —- Among my 
personal heroes of the war against 
the foul aggressors is Gnrrett C. 
Wilcox. of 158 East Main St., West- 
field. N. Y., a traveling drummer 
in thread for the J. P. Coates peo- 
ple. Soon after Franklin D. Roose 
velt unsheathed his terrible swift 
sword, Mr Wilcox sprang to his 
side to frustrate any and all evil 
machinations of 
an unscrupulous 


foe and lay down his life in that 
sweet cause, if need be. 


Late in June, 1943, Private Wil- 
cox was sent in a draft of 
men 


from Fort Dix, N. J., to the 240th 
M. P. Battalion, Zone of Interior 
(special) 
a 
secret 
organization 


whose mere existence 
the 
very 
press itself was forbidden to sug- 
gest. Arrived at his new station, 
he learned that he was one of G6 
men selected from Dix and Camp 
Upton, Long Island, for the solemn 
duty and 
unspeakable', honor of 


guarding the lives of the president 
and the members of his family and 
his guests — and his property, in- 
cluding buildings, Christmas trees 
and shrubbery and his dog, Fala. 
All these persons, all this property 
and this dog were charges on the 
patriotism, 
military 
proficiency I 
and conscience of Pvt. Wilcox. 


He entered this nersonal phase 


of. the conquest of Hitler and Tojo 
with "a heavy but, paradoxically, 
light sense of hel-oic responsibility. 
If the time ever came when 
it 
should be necessary to 
interpose 


his tall, slim but sinewy body be- 
tween Hitler's S. S. or any suicidal 
squad of Japanese and the person 
of his C-in-C. he would do so with 
adequate resolution if not with the 
fanatical fatalism of a true guards- 
man of an elite corps. Having some 
education, including a little reading 
in psychology, Pvt. Wilcox had mo- 
ments of private impudence when 
he told himself that he was a fugi- i 
tive from combat. The better he ] 
performed his duties at Hyde Park 
N. Y.. including the clearing of 
underbrush which was choking the 
leader's paths, the less likely he 
,VBS to lay down. his life for the 
'our freedoms or any of them. The 
.-egular civilian pay for clearing 
arush thereabouts was $8 a 
day 


plus .$1 for transportation. 
The 240th was organized as 
a 


:ompariy but was expanded into a 
battalion of unconventional organi- 
zation. The 
commanding 
officer 


was John P. Stowcll. He had come 
through 
an 
officers' 
candidate 
school in the summer of 1942. As 
company commander he was pro- 
moted to first lieutenant. When his 
command was called a battalion 
and increased to 384 officers and 
enlisted soldiers, he rose to 
the 
rank of major. He is still a major 
and now commands the M. P. de- 
tachment at the 
Military 
Acad- 
emy at West Point. The 240th M-.P 
Bn., Z. I. (special) was disbanded 
forever at Fort Jackson. S. C., in 
May, 1945. A small guard of honor 
was established by .Special process 
of. the Wnc Departm'ent; for* fuj'thor 
duty at the shrine of each patriot's 
devotion at Hyde Park. 


By available accounts, including 
that of Pvt. Wilcox, Mnjor Stowell 
performed his duty well. The 24th 
was inlended to he a spit-and-pol- 
ish outfit, perfectly 
dressed 
and 


proficient in saluting. Pvt., 
now 


mister, Wilcox says he will throw 
salutes with nnv veteran of 
His 


Majesty's 
Coldstroams, 
the 
old 


Prussian guard or any survivor of 
Hitler's own, body-loyal guard, at 
nnv style, at any time, for a side- 
bet. 


"One of our lieutenants 'told me 


thnt Major Stowell wanted us to 
salute and march like the 
Cold- 
streams," Mr. 
Wilcox 
said. 
"I 


never .saw the Coldstreams saUite 
or march, but I think we 
must 


nave been at least their equal. We 
had plenty of practice." 


About his own, personal, march- 


ing Mr. Wilson is less confident 
Marching WHS one of his troubles. 
Ho was born without a sense 
of 


rhythm. Some people can't tell rod 
from ijreen. Some can't "carry" a 
tuno. Mr. Wilcox never could lenrn 
to dance and when he was drafted 
lie couldn't keep in step. 


"I know what you are going to 
iav." Mr. Wilcox snid "but please 
don't. They weren't all out of step 
with me. I was the one who was 
out of stop " 


But when the sergonnts and the 
mflcers would sav. "Como, 
nnw. 


Wilcox, that is no way to make 
the world spfp for 
ncaee-loving 
democracies."

termined by the type of flowers 
Ihe bee patronizes. 
But the agriculture experts out 


in California, the nation's beeziest 
state, report one source of honey 
you probably never thoughl of. The 
tlower of the poison oak, they say,
